I5ut 
although we should hate his oiiinions, 
if wo believe them wrong, and oppose 
ihem to the uttcrmo.st, tliat is no roa- 
.son why \vc should hate him personal- 
ly. Hefore the Kebellion, a great 
many of the oniccra on both the 
Northern and Southern sides wei'e 
intimate personal friendf, but when 
the war occurred they took the side 
which they believed was right, and 
fought as bard as they could for it. 
I'eaee came, and they laid aside their 
swords and resumed their friendship. 

They respected each other all the 
more for standing uj) for what they 
believed to bo the right, although 
they could not agree as to which side 
was right. If llobert K. Lee and

Of course, some persons 
use the deaf-mute i)ro8s as a vehicle 
for venting personal spite, but it is to 
be hauod that that class is limited in 
number. Every writer should be 
willing to roocivo as woH as give hard 
knocks, for, as Vanverargucs says, 
" before attacking an abuse, it is ne- 
cessary to see if wo can ruin the 
foundations," and in order to ruin 
the foundation, jiretty strong lan- 
guage is sometimes necessary. When 
a house is on fire, we don't try to put 
the firo out by throwing water on it 
in thimbles. A good argument, con- 
ducted in ft gentlemanly style (there 
is very seldom any occasion vo call 
each other names), is a very good 
thing and often does good. It shows 
that there is two sides to every opin- 
ion, and each one can chose the side 
ho believes right. 

Some persons, however, think that 
iiaving formed an opinion, they are 
bounilto stick to it, although they 
may afterwards Iind out that they are 
wrong. That is as absurd as wheel- 
ing around from right to left, and is 
not being firm at all but being a 
fool. Every one errs often, and 
when convinced that he is wrong 
should frankly acknowledge it, but 
never before ho is convinced. 

It is firmness more than cleverness, 
which has given us some of our great- 
est men. There were plenty of 
cleverer men than Washington, but 
what he once determined was riglit, 
ho stuck to it unless convinced to the 
contrary, and so became great. Firm- 
ness und intolligenco arc irresistible, 
but intelligenco without lirinness is 
comparatively worthless. Intolli- 
genco is the instrument, while firm- 
ness is the skill which directs the 
iiiHtrutnent, which achieves great 
things. All the really great men 
mentioned in history, were 11 rm- 
mimled men. If they had not been 
so, they would never have been heard 
of.

THE LATE PETER COOPER. 

[From Frank Leslie's 1 llualrattvl NeaspaptT.] 

One of the last of the links connect- 
ing the present goiu'riitiou with the 
early days of the Kci>ublic ha.s been 
broken by tlie death of I'ctcr ('oopor, 
which occurred on the 4tii inst. 
Born on the 12th of February, 1791, 
his memory went back to the time 
when the jirosont metropolis was a 
petty city of less than ;tO,00() iiihabi 
tant.s, and his recollection covered the 
whole period of our national develop- 
ment from the admiiiislration of the 
first President. For many years he 
has stood as an ancient landmark in 
a modern ago, and his final disap- 
pearance from the scene removes one 
of the most interesting ligures in the 
country's history. 

Peter Cooper was a typical .Vineii- 
can, and his career wa.s an epitome of 
the best American po.s.sibilities. 
Horn into a poor man's family, he 
was early obliged to go to work for 
his own support, and the only regular 
education ho ever enjoyed was attend- 
ance at a school half of each day for 
a single year. After working some 
lime in his father's hat factory, ho 
was apprenticed at seventeen to .i 
coach maker, and pleased his employer 
so well that when his term of service 
had expired, ho would have establish- 
ed the young man in business on his 
own account had not the hitter's 
horror of debt restrained him from 
assuming such an obligation. Mr. 
Cooper early developed a "knack'' 
for invention, and tho first hit he 
made after striking out in life for 
himself was through an improvement 
which he designed in machines for 
shearing cloth, and which proved very 
prolitable during the stoppage of im- 
portations from Englaml in the war 
of 181'^. After peace had impaired 
its value, ho tried first the nianufac- 
turo of cabinet- ware and then the 
grocery business, before he struck the 
foundation of his fortune in the 
manufacture of Peter Cooper's glue, 
whioii has been famous now for al- 
most half a century. Besides carry- 
ing on this industry, which grow to 
large dimensions, ho became early in- 
terested in the iron trade, erecting 
large works at Canton, a suburb of 
Baltimore, as early as IS'iO, and 
subsequently starting a rolling and 
wire mill in this city, which Wiis re- 
moved in 1845 to Trenton, N. J., 
where tho business greatly increaacd, 
and is still carried on by his family. 
Mr. Cooi>er prospered in whatever ho 
undertook, and by middle life liad ac- 
cumulated a large fortune, which in- 
creased with his years. 

The love of business never dulled 
his early fondness for invention, und 
every new movement in this direction 
appealed strongly to his support. He 
himself designed and built, ut his 
Baltimore works in 1830, the first 
locomotive that was over turned out 
on this contiuent, and ho acted as 
engineer on its trip, when the won- 
derful performance of drawing thirty 
passengers thirteen miles in one hour 
was accomplished. Mr. Cooper took 
a great interest and invested a large 
capital in tho extension of the electric 
telegraph, and was the first j)rC8idei»t 
of tlie first ocean teh^grapli (^)mpany 
ever organized, lie was also mudi 
interested in the problem of canal 
navigation, and mado experiments in 
substituting some other power than 
horses in the propulsion of boats. 

Mr. Cooper early developed a taste 
for public affairs, und served in both 
branches of the City Council, as well 
rt8 in the Board of Education. Of 
late years he has been a warm advo- 
cate of tho (iieeuback dwtrines, 
which ho advocated with groat zeal 
up to tho vorv last. In 18T6, at the 
ago of eighty- five years, ho was induc- 
ed by injuiliclioua friends, and against 
Ilia own judgement, to accept a nomi- 
nation for tho Presidency ut tho hands 
of the Greenback Party. He had no 
expectation of being elected by the 
people, but it was thought that pos 
sibly tho contest might be transferred 
to the House of Uepresentatives, 
whera the Qrooubackers might have 



power enough to scat him in tho ex 
ecutive chair. He was defeated, and 
after that he never again appeared as 
a candidate for any public amce. 

The crowning glory of Peter 
Cooper's life was his philanthropy and 
for this lie will be remembered and 
honored long after many a riclitr 
man's name has been forgotten. 
His monuinent was reared during his 
own life, and the Cooper Institute 
will ahvays perpetuate his geuerositv. 
Taught by his own hard exiwrience in 
early life, he resolved when fortune 
had favored him, to establish in his 
native city an institution in which the 
working cla.«.ses could secui"e a techno- 
logical education. Tiio result was the 
" Union for the Advancement of 
Science and Art," or the Cooper In- 
stitute aa it iscomuionly called, which 
coVers the block bounded by Thinl 
and Fourth Avenues, Seventh and 
Eighth Streets. The corner stone 
was laid in 1854, and the building 
cost over $000,000, to which he added 
u genc'i'ous endowment fund and 
other 8ubse(iuent gifts. The Insti- 
tute consists of a series of free schools 
of instruction in practical art and sci- 
ence, a free reading-room and free 
courses of popular lectures on subjects 
pertaining to art, science and social 
reform. Over thirty professors and 
instructors are employed, and the 
various classes are always filled to their 
utmost capacity. The number of pu- 
pils in the various classes during the 
past year was 3,334, of whom 0;56 
entered the evening scientific classes, 
1,227 the evening art classes, and 711 
the woman's art school. The free 
reading-room is visited by an average 
of l..')00 persons daily, and the large 
hall of the Cooper Union is filled 
many evenings during tho Fall and 
Winter by the popular course of lec- 
tures given. All the classes and pri- 
vileges of the in|Stitntioi> jire frce.^and 
the expenses of keeping up all the de- 
partments during the past year was 
*.'i0,973. The total expenditures on 
the building and education from its 
establishment to the pivscnt time 
have exceeded *1, 500,000. No edu- 
cational institution does a more bene 
ficent work. 

Mr. Cooper proved tho wisdom of 
a rich man's administering bis own 
estate, and found his greatest enjoy- 
ment in watching the development of 
his Institute. Ho retained a remark- 
able degree of vigor to tiie last, and 
less than a week before his ileath 
showed a party of gentlemen over the 
building, manifesting the keenest in- 
terest in the institution. Ilis long 
life oamc to a peaceful close, and he 
leaves a name which will always bo 
fragrant. 

The demonstrations of respect to 
the memory of Afr. Cooper .m this 
city and State were hearty and uni- 
versal. The funeral which took place 
on Saturday the 7th instant, was very 
largely attended, deputations being 
pivsent from nearly all the learned 
and charitable Societies and from the 
several Exchanges. The funeral ser- 
vices were simple and uuostouUitious,

After prayer, L. M. I^arson recited 
the Twenty third Psalm, and also de- 
livered a discourse on "What is 
Life? ' Tho listening audience was 
uiuch Halistiod with it. 

Tho Circle then stayed to enjoy 
conversation till •1:.'^0 r.M. 

On Wednesday, March 'ilst, the 
Circle ftDsombled at Farewell Hall to 
listen to a lecture by L. Larson, on 
" Which will bo most beneficial to our 
nation, Tariff or Fioo Trade!" 
After i)iftyer, lecturer Larson related 
tho way in which the wold Tariff 
came into our languiigo, Iho two sorts 
of tariff, and both of their advant.agos 
and disadvantages in tho commercial 
world. He told of many practical 
experiments, which were performed 
under the systems of Tariff and Free 
Trade in several civilized countries. 
Finally, ho gave explanativo points in 
favor of Free Trade. 

During llic busincKS hour, tho 
Circle, after a considerable discussio'n, 
voted liy the majority to have a 
debating meeting, nt which all can 
learn disousBion onoe in two months.

On Sunday, March 26th, at 3 p.m., 
the Circle met in the ladies' parlor at 
Farewell. 

The Lord's Prayer was recited 
in signs by L. Larson, who then gave 
the Circle an hour's discussion on 
" Spare Little Moments." 

The Circle remained till 4:30 p.m., 
and then departed for home. 

On the 4th inst., the Circle as- 
sembled at Farewell Hall Building, at 
7 p.m., in spile of the inclemency of 
the weather. Forty mutes were in 
altoudance, and listened to a lecture by 
L. f^arson, on "Money and its Uses." 
Ilo spoko about the certain sorts of 
h.ard and soft moneys, and of how the

Visit to Hartford. 



Editok JocBNAL : — Allow me space 
in your worthy paper about my 
pleasmt visit at Hartford. I went up 
there, in the morning of Good Friday, 
when I arrived there, I immediately 
went to the Inclitntion for Deaf and 
Dumb. I saw the pupils in time going 
up to the Chapel io attend a service, I 
was invited to attend it and I did. 
After the service I met and shook 
hand with some of my old classmates, 
who were very glad to see me. We 
had a warm Ulk for one or two hours, 
and thin I went in the kitchen, where 
I found Mr. E Iwin Slocum, a mule, 
baking bread. He was glad to see me. 
It may be remeijibered by the readers 
ol the JoLBNAf. thai he retired from 
the position of baker and bought a 
farm, on which he entered businens. 
It is true. I found out what made 
him return to his old position. A 
green man, who took his place, did not 
know how to make good bread. The 
pupils would not eat it on account of 
wjurness and had their stomachs thin- 
ned. The St (! ward noticed that, and 
he took much pains ifi persua/ling 
Slocum to come back with him. After 
a long hesitation, he came back to his 
old position. 

Tlie pupils devour .Slocnms bread 
like hungry wolves, and their stomachs 
are well braced up. He has held the 
position of baker about twenty three 
years. 

I visited around the city, which has 
many fine high blocks. I was much 
pleiwed with the visit. I was the 
guest of Mr. Fred Rock, the well 



Distributed over Oliio there are 
about 1350 deaf-mutes. These con- 
sist of persons who are born deaf, 
and, a-s a consequence, never learnM 
to talk, or were deprived of their hear- 
ing in their earlier years by accident 
or disease, with the same renult. 
Some of them having once learned to 
talk have, by deafness for a long 
Hcrics of years, forgotten or abandoned 
the use of speech. Tiiey are genoral- 
ly trained in schools and by private 
instruction, and arc thus enabled to 
arm themselves for the battle of life. 
The principal place of in.striiction in 
this state is at Columbus, where a 
good school is established, and they 
iire taught at public expense the ele- 
mentary as well as some of the higher 
hninches of learning, and .several use- 
ful trades, such as shoemaking, type- 
setting, carpentry, etc. 

Deaf-mutes converse together by 
signs, consisting of gestures, the fin- 
ger alpiiubet, and facial expression. 
In Boston and a few other places in 
this country they are taught to talk, 
where the vocal organs are not utter- 
ly defective, by along course of disci- 
pline and by watching the lips and 
mouth of the teacher. 

The sign language is taught by dis- 
playing an object or its picture, and 
making a suggestive sign as its equiva- 
lent. For instance, a cow is repre- 
sented by placing the thumb of each 
hand to the temples, extending and 
shaking the fingers, then moving the 
closed hand up and down befoie the 
breast as if milking. A dog is repre- 
sented bv slapping the thigh with the 
hand. Sick man is represented by 
ri-'ht hand being carried to the fore- 
head, the left to the breast, tiie body 
bent forward, a wry face made. This 
completes the sigi; of "sick." Then 
the right hand, back up, is placed 
near the forehead as if shading the 
eyes, the tiiumb ojKjned and closed 
rapidly, then tiic hand raised and 
man is represeuted, and you have 
" sick man." 

The alphabetical signs are taught 
by familiarizing the pupil with the 
letters and their representative finger 
signs, and spelling them out. 

The facial expressions are many, 
and correspond with the sentiments 
or mental attitudes of the relator or 
the persons he is describing. The 
fiices of tlic mutes liecome mobile 
from much use in conveying their 
thoughts and feelings, and these 
facial expressions are more easily 
tjiught than the sign language or 
finger alpiiabet, because more natural. 
All these moans arc used in con- 
versation. The general signs are al- 
ternated by the fingers signs, and the 
facial expressions are inconstant use 
throughout. Most of the signs arc 
suggestive, but many of them, how- 
ever, do not distinctively express the 
thing meant, and it takes long jnac- 
tice and a quick eye to comprehend 
them when used rapidly. 

THE LOCAL DEAF-MLTK HfllOOL, 

The city has two rooms in the 
Second Intermediate school building 
on Ninth Street, near Main, set apart 
for the instruction of deaf-mute cliil 
dren. It was established by the city in 
1875, and the sign language and manu- 
al alphabet are used. It was snpport-cd 
entirely by the city until 1881, when 
the legislature appropriated f^iOOO to 
board pupils living too far from home 
for daily attendance, and whose 

Carents are too jioor to f>iiy their 
oarding expense, while tiie city 
continued to pay the teachers. Lsist 
year the legislature approjjriated 
$1500 for tution onl^. This reduced 
the city's expenses in one direction, 
but the law also tofik away the sup- 
port of a dozen pupils who lived at a 
distance, and the attendance was re- 
duced from 40 to 27, No appropria- 



trooped in. They came in silciiLly, 
looked with some surprise at the re- 
porter, and then all began to make 
signs rapi<lly to one another — appa- 
rently expressing their opinions on his 
presence and purpose.

They all appeared to be full of life 
and fun, until the teacher gave a 
swift motion of his hand toward his 
desk, as if about to strike it. This 
was the signal for attention. The 
children looked serious, and one or 
two heaved a sigh. The teacher point- 
ed the fingers of liis right hand at 
his left open palm, and shook them; 
the pupils took tlinii- slates, and pre- 
pared for study. They watched his 
work on the blackboard, containing 
questions on American revolutionary 
history, and the answers on tho slato 
were generally intelligent, and show- 
ed considerable knowledge of the sub- 
ject. Snpf. Pcasleo informed the re- 
porter that tho presence of the coloicd 
girl was bitterly resented at lirst by 
the white pupils, who appeared to 
have more prejudice against the 
African race than the majority of 
Caucasian pupils at other sciiool.;^. 
One boy clasped her iioso with a pair 
of tongs, and led her out of the room, 
with the approbation of the rest. 
The miniatiiio riot, however, was 
(piickly 8toi)ped, and after, tlio little 
girl had been in altenilancu for about 
10 days, she was not oiil^- tolerated 
but became a jirime favorite. 

After the short session which fol- 
lowe<l, the teacher made ihoni a litile 
speech, in which odd gestures, .nods, 
and finger signs, utterly iininlcHigihle 
to the ie|)orter, predominated. The 
bright eyes of the pupils seemed to be 
masters of the situation, however, and 
they responded with a slow, bowing 
motion of the head. When he con- 
cluded they rail out, as joyous, evi- 
dently, 118 all children arc at close of 
school.

ABOUT 100 PEAF-MUTES 

reside in Cincinnati, Covington and 
Newport. Tiie male adults are em- 
ployed as printers, coopers, cigar- 
makers, engravers and othe/ occupa- 
tions. Some of the females work in 
factories and act as canvassers. Some 
males undertake occupations which 
it would seem almost impossible for 
them to follow. Columbus, for in 
stance, has a deaf-mute lawyer, who, 
instead of making speeches, files 
briefs and arguments in writing, and 
is moderately successful. In this 
city Mr. Barrack, at Bogart's engrav- 
ing establishing on Fourth st., is con 
sidcrcd a good workman. They can 
generally draw and paint as well as 
those free from their disabilities. 
Many deaf-mutes excel in athletic 
sports, such as turning, swinging In- 
dian clubs, riding bicyclos, etc. In 
ball-playing some arc very proficient. 
Tho Independent base ball club of 
Columbus, composed entirely of deaf- 
mutes, in a trip through the principal 
c.ties of the United States, in 1879, 
played 44 games with amateur clubs, 
of which they lost but seven. Ileni^y 
Bardes, of the firm of Christ, Bardes 
& Co., tanners, of this city, was one 
of the members of this club.

THE DEAF-MUTE 80CIKTY. 

The deaf mutes of this city have 
but one uwjciation, " The Anderson 
Deaf-Mu to Society," which meets every 
other Saturday evening, at tho Y. M. 
C. A. buliding, at Sixth and Elm. It 
has heretofore hecn a liteiaiy society, 
but steps are now In-'ing taken to make 
it a mutual aid association. It has 
about 40 members, and has the usual 
course of exercises, such as debates, 
recitations, speeches, essays, lectures, 
etc. Of course all this is done in the 
sign language. 

The reporter called at the house of 
Jesftc K. T. lloagland, president of 
the society, at his homi) on Douglass 
St., W. Covington. Ho was not at 
home, and as tho reporter approached 
tho house about dusk two little chil- 
dren ?anie I'.'.jiiing out' of the house 
shouting, " Then; conies papa 1 There 
comes papa !" One was «, tho other 
7, both as bright as diamonds, and 
brimful of mlk. They sjioko very 
plainly for children of their ages. 
They were followed out by tiieir 
mother, a large, handsome matron, 
and who, like hoi husband, is a deaf- 
mute. She invited the reporter in, 
and by means of a slate and the oc- 
casional interpivtation of the children, 
who appeared to understand the sign 
language perfectly, quite a lengthy 
converiiatioii was carried on, during 
which time >hc displayed both good 
sense, tact, and huly-li'ko brooding. 

" Mv little one-year-old boy has had 
the measles, and now has tho brain 
fever," she said, pointing to where a 
little fellow was tossing wildly on a 
bod of sickness, " atfd one of mv 
little children died of that di8ea.se, ' 
and a mother's tc.ir of hernaveiuont 
glistened in her eye. 

The little six year-old boy grew 
sleepy and lay down on the floor. The 
mother, with a (piick motion of hor 
left hand upward, caused him to ad- 
journ to another room to juill off his 
boot!". Soon after, the reporter wiw 
talking with -Mr. lloagland, the hca<l 
of the family. IIo is medium sized 
and middle aged, a compositor at 
Bloch's printing establishment, at lO'J 
Kim St., and a very good workman, 
lie is also Cincinnati corre8i>ondont 
for the VisaViD, a deaf-muto news- 
paper of Columbus, for which he 
writes under tho noin de plume of 
" Quicksilver." 

" What is going on in your so- 
ciety ?" wrote the reporter. 

" We will hold our annual picnic 
at the Bollovuo House July 14, the 
proceeds to no into the society 
treasury." 

"Do the uwiU:^ of (Jiiicmnati have 
any religious meetings ?' 

" Wo have no church organization," 
he aiisworcd in writing, " but a mis- 
sion under the auspices of tho P. K. 
Church in charge of licv. A. W. Mann, 
a deaf-mute preacher of Cleveland, 
0., who holds religious services at 
St. Paul's Church, at Plum and 
Seventh Streets, every month. About 
fifty or sevoiity-livc mutes attend 
regularly. The next service will l)o 
on April 29tli, and everybody is in 
vited to those services.'' 

Ho added : These services consist 
of a lecture, 8<;rrnon and prayer ; 
and that these were tho only public 
meetings among tho mutes. They 
were all, ' more or loss ac-

In disposition, doaf-mutos are fre- 
quently irritable in temper, jealous of 
attention to others, and are very sen- 
sitive upon matters pertaining to 
their mi.-fortune. Some, however, 
are as well poised in their disposition 
as could bo desired. They are gen- 
erally bright and intelligent, but hero 
and there blockheads are found among 
them, and occa.sionally idiots. In 
morality they rank well, there being 
probably loss crime committed among 
them than would bo the case with a 
hundred speaking and hearing people 
taken from even a good class of tho 
city i)Opulation. Thoro is one man 
here who enjoys the unenviable repu- 
tation of having killed his man, and 
of having served in tho penitentiary 
until pardoned out, in consideration 
of mitigating circumstances. There 
are also a few of doubtful lionesty, 
and one or two loo.sc women, but, as 
said boforo, the deaf-mutes of the 
Queen city are above the average in 
morality.

'I'he objects of the Association are three- 
fold, viz., 1. 'I'o insure the lives of the 
deaf, and the deaf and duinl>, most of whom 
are tinable to insure with other companies 
or associations. 2. To insure not only 
tliose two classes of people, Imt liearing 
people also. 4. Last, but by no means least, 
to provide for the future necessities of 
the wives, wivlows, orphans, or other 
friends of all who procure policies from 
the Association. 

Not only mnki are admitted, but the 
door of admittance to our A.ssocialion 
also stands "ajar" for tho benefit 
of femide members, i'l'liis Association 
makes no exceptions in favor of either of 
the sexes. After ii proper medical examina- 
tion is passed in favor of the applicant, a 
tavorai)lo cerliticato from tho examining 
physicians entitles the applicant, by pay- 
ment of the Initiatory fee of f.l.OO, and an 
advance as.se8»nient in proportion to his or 
her age, to a cortilicate of membership in 
tho Association. The advance assessments 
are made in order to provide for tho first 
death loss which may occur; and, to provide 
the treasury with ready funds with which 
to adjust saccoeding deathlosses, im- 
mediately upon tho death of n member, 
each memUtr of tlio Association will 
be assessed as provided foriu thobylaws. 

Unlike other assessment associations 
which collect quarterly dues from each of 
their members of from $1 to $1.50, |3 00, 
#2.50, or $0.00, added to from |O.UU to 
$10.00 initiatory fees, the Deaf-Mutes' 
Mutual Uenefit Association reouires only a 
$5.00 Initiatory fee, and no other iluf.i save 
in case of death of a meinbor, jirovided for 
by tho l)y-laws, except hi nire cases, and in 
case of our annual dues of $100. Tho 
reason why our assessnuuits are so low, is 
because wu luive no high-salaried oUlcers to 
enrich llioinselves from its treasury at the 
expense of tho members, 'i'lie only paid 
ollicer of the Association is the Becrntary- 
treasurer, and ho Is only paid for tlino and 
labor actually sptuit and rendered. 

A.s.sociations which do not, like ours, 
require annual dues, collect much higher 
assi'ssnient rules, aggregating to their 
members a much greater total expense than 
ours, their a.sHeasiiient ranging from $1.00 
to $8.00 or more per member, whereas our 
assessment notes, as per schedule, aro but 
from $0.50 lo $2.50.
